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Roads to Be of Military Value Should 
Be Constructed Everywhere That a 
Considerable Population, Agricuituralf 
Manufacturing, Trading "or Mining, 
Has Its Habitation.

1o show the effect roads or tboir ab- 
Beucc had ou campaigus io the civil 
war, allbont;!] tlicir importnuee waa 
Jufiiiitoly less than now, whoii the au- 
tomobile threatens to drive even the 
world famous army mule Into qbllrlou, 
writes Major A. A. Fries, U. S. A., la 
the Kew York World, it is the auto- 
mobile, witli its speed and carrying 
power, and the wonderful tlcxlbllity 
of an army uslni; it that malkC roads 
so vitally important in war today. A 
railroad must be provided ^ ith side- 
traciis, turntables and yards, whieb 
for a huge business such as war, must 
]»: wry larpo and lake lime aud great 
quantities of material iu buiidbig. Not 
BO with automobiles, where every foot 
of a biijliway, unless In a deep cut or 
(ill, is a sidtj track where machines 
may unload and .turn around. Further- 
more, in dry weather almost any Odd 
can he used for unloading and loadlnl 
the machines so as not to congest the 
roads at the i>lnce where men and uia 
terials are needed. 

The answer to the question where 
roads should be constructed to be of 
mililary value is— everywhere that a 
considerable population— agiicvilt,ural, 
manufacturing, trading or mining— ex- 
ists. In any great war we shall have 
to marshal all of our resources. Just as 
the European nations are douig at the 
present time. Every piodiict of our 
soil or factories will be called upon for 
use, and roads will be required ou 
which to carry them to the placen 
where needed. Fino r^sffo along out

Mutlon that come under 
this head. Such are the Pacific high- 
way,, along or near the PaciQc coast 
from Seattle to San Diefjo; the Yellow- 
stone trail, along the northern bound- 
ary from the vicinity of the great lakes 
to the Columbia river, and the Lincoln 
highway across the north central part 
of the United States. 

While highways intended primarily 
/lor military purposes should bo located 
uear. onr boundaries, they must not bt 
so near' that they can be easily raided 
or captured by small bodies of the en- 
emy and thus likely to be of u.se only 
to him and not to us. All roads farther 
inland aud i>arallel to tlie border roads 
will be of very great value as feeders 
to those nearer the borders. Along 
these interior roads men and supplio.? 
may be moved long distances without 
fear of interruption or observation by 
the enemy and thus contribute greatly 
to the element of suriirise so essential 
to victory iu nearly all cases. There 
must be crossroads at reasonably close 
iuterrals'to enable the tratlic on interior 
lines to leave them aued cross to those 
places near tlie border where needed. 

During mobilization and the early 
stages of the war there will bo many 
and rapid uiovcmouts of largo bodies 
of trqpps. Here |-oafls and automobile* 
Y>'Ul be deciding factors, for, as cveii« 
boily knows from the progress of the 
war in Eurojio, the one wlio gets the 
start has an enormous advantage that 
will cost the other side many times the 
original loss to overcome. I.uter in the 
beghining of a campaign, when move- 
ments are rapid and there is little op- 
portimity to lutreiich, three inch guns 
and shrapnel will be very largely used, 
but just as soon as there Is time to iii- 
treuch tliere will be a)i oi>portuuity Jor 
tlie larger guiis to cotue u]) to fire high 
explosive shells to drive the enemy out 
of bis fntrenchcd posftlona. This may 
be called the second or trench warfare 
stage of the campaign, when liundred^ 
of |housatids of rbnnds of high e^i plo- 
sive shells will be requli'ed for every 
tTfcnty-live ipijps of battle front. In 
4)1 these opfiatians the numiier of au- 
liiinobiies reijgired will be tremendous, 
Ijiit with the vast number in general 
q^c {ind beUi'g manufactured every day 
it is Inconceivable tbat^ there ever will 
be a shortage after the first coQfoaion 
i.s over. 

Road Improvemont and Land Value.

on the vahie of rural property wag do- 
scribed iu a letter recently sent to the 
Manufacturers' Ilecord by the president 
of the Baltimore Commercial bank, 
who wrote : "Around my home town in 
Virginia property could be bought three 
years ago fctr $U0 to ?S0 an acre. We 
imt a lino road several miles through 
that county, and today you cannot buy 
anything for less than (100, and some 
is held at f ir>0 per acre."

If slie is to be set in an- 
other nest, a.s is usually the case, tlieii 
she should be removed to the new nest, 
preferably after dark, given a few nes* 
eggs and shut in to prevent her from 
returning to the old cno. IT she sits 
rpiietly on the nest eggs ahe should b' 
taken off ou the evening of the fol- 
lowing da.v and the eggs to bo incubat- 
ed placed in the nest. On being freed 
s!ie will probably leturu to her old 
nest, if so ijhe should be carried back 
and set quietly on the eggs. when, she 
will immediately feel them beneath her 
and settle down to cover them. 

Turkey liens <lo not ordinarily come 
»£t for feed and v/ater more tbau ouc« 
ever.y two or three da.vs, but when 
confined tltoy should l»e t ivcu en op 
portuuits' 10 come olT every day. Occa 
sjonally a turl;i>y hen dees not come 
off at all, and in such case she should 
be taken off once a ^ay, as oth8rwls\ 
she will die on the nest. 

A dust bath is greatly enjoyed by sit- 
ting,' liens and he!p>; to keep the?i free 
from rermiii. A\ lKde corn is #1 good 
feed, nnd fresh water aud grit should 
always be accessible. 

Lice are a great anuo.vanee to sitting 
ben's and are one of the worst eneiuios 
young poults.

CLIPPING HORSES IN SPRII^ 



Heavy Coat of Hair Causes Much 
Sweating, Which is Enervating 
to Work Animals. 

A good many horses come throtigl^ 
the winter season with heavy, rougt 
coats that are not shed when spriuji 
Worlv bt'^xins ; the result is they are un 
comfortable wlien at heavy work. A 
heavy coat of hair causes much sweat 
i:i'A Ml'.i'h is cnervatiti;^ to the horsflt 
and consequently produces an unnec- 
essary drain nvon his strength and 
vitality. Nor is this all. A hf>rse that 
sweats freely during the cliaaKinj 
weather of spring is very apt to take 
cold. Hough, shaggy coats should bf 
clipped in the spring before heavy 
work begins. 

There are excellent clippers on tha 
niarket for this purpose, and they cau 
I*e bonsht at very reasonable pricea, 
A good clipper will pay for Itself in t 
6itif:ie st'i!S(!ii on almost any farm, and 
sonietiuies it will do much m.ore'thaa 
that. If a team is laid up with a ba<l 
cold for a few days when work is 
pri'sjii;:;; the loss of work may become 
very espou.sive. This should bo avoid 
cd t)y the nae of a clipper and inci 
dentally also make the horse mort 
comfortable. .

Remedy Suggested by the Kansas State 

Agricultural College^ 
Importance of increasing profits in 
ho.^ {.'itJ^g by eradicating the parasitic 
hog woruj Js pmphasized by Dr. p. R. 
Dykstra. pr<,fes,sor of surj;ery in tlie 
Kansas State A.ii;rl<'tlltu}"aji ,culle.;;e. 

Many ui'piides are being received by 
the college from farmers as to the best 
means of combating this pest, which 
saps its food from tlio animal and thus 
reduces the meat production and makes 
the hog more susceptible to disease. 

Tf)e hog should be starved for eight- 
een bouiis and then fed two and oiio- 
half grains of uantouin, one-half j^'rain 
of calomel, one-half dt'aiu ,9f. powdered 
areca nuts and one dram of bicarbonate 
of soda to 100 pounds of live lios; 
weisht. Those substances should be 
admUilKtered in the feed or slop, in 
this way eucU hog gets an equal por- 
tion. 

TIic animals should be kept confined 
In pens so that the feces and expelled 
worms may be collected for a period 
of forty-eiorbt houra after the medicine 
has been given. If such fef es are not 
gathered up the anlnmls will reiiifcst 
themselves by rooting around in the 
filth. All excreta should be burned.

GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE. 

Watercress Is found in so many 
springs that it should be more widely 
used. As a spring tonic 
it has no equal in tlie 
vegetable line, served 
with French dressing or 
eaten with a sprinkling 
of salt with a Iamb chop, 
it is an ideal sahid and 
garnish. 

Cream of Watercress 
Soup. — ^Pick over and wash two quarts, 
or four bunches, of cress, boil it in a 
quart of water for five minutes, drain 
and save the water. Pound the cress 
with two ^"blespoonfuls of butter. In 
a saucepan mix four tablespoonfuls of 
flotir and three of butter, when well 
blended add the cress water and two 
quarts of veal broth, cook 15 minutes. 
Skim, add the cress, strain, and return 
to a saucepan and thicken with tho 
yolks of four eggs beaten with a cup- 
ful of thin cream. Pour very hot Into 
a tureen and serve with croutons. 

Curry of Chicken.— Melt two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, add on(> teas])oon- 
fui of finely chopped onions and half a 
chopped apide. Pry tlrem together 
then add a tablespoonful of grated 
coconut, one quarter of a spoonful of 
English mustard, one tablespoonful 
ejich of curry and flour. Mix all together 
and cook two minutes, then moisten 
with a cupful of diicken stock. AVhen 
l>oiling add the meat of half a fowl 
torn in shreds and let simmer for ten 
minutes, add three tablespoonfuls of 
cream and season with salt and pep- 
per. Serve with fresh boiled rice. 

Crlspettes. — ^Beat two eggs and stir 
into tliem a cupful of white and brown 
snirar mixed, add four tablespoonful;- 
of flour, a pinch of salt and a teaspooii- 
ful of vanilla. Beat thorou;rhiy, add 
a cTipfid of walnuts chopped fine. Drop 
the dough by tea'spoonfuls Into but- 
tered pan.s, allowing three iPchos for 
the cakes to spread. Serve with fruit 
for dessert or with afternoon tea. 
They should be baked until crisp and 
brown. 

Ginger Mousse. — ^Dissolve a table- 
spoonful of gelatin In a fourth of a 
cupful of water, add a pinch of Salt 
and three-fourths of a cupful of granu- 
lated sugar. Stir into this a pint of 
^vlilpfied ere.'im flavored with two ta- 
blespoonfuls of the ginger, sirup and 
f)ne tablespoonful of lemon juice. Add 
one cupful of Canton ginger (chopped) 
just before freezing.

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ASPARAGUS AS A TONIC. 

Asparagus ;is well as many other 
recn, tender vej^etables not only adds 
variety and flavor 
to various dishes, 
but supplies ballast 
to cleanse the di- 
gestive tract and 
mineral salts to 
stimulate the va- 
rious functions and 
remove waste. An 
old Roman proverl) 
was, 'liet it be don^" quicker than you 
would boil asparagus," which discov- 
ery years ago has not been improved 
upou. This tender, highly prized veg- 
etable should be . cooked quickly to 
j^.old all its fine flavor and lose as llt- 
tji! i4 §alts as possible. The best 
m^i\\o(i iQ hay? the wliole stalk well 
cooked at once is tq put tlie bunchcir 
well tied into a deep pan, an old-fast- 
ioned tin coffee pot is an ideal dish, «\s 
the asparagus then will stand upright. 
The best sauce for asparagus is per- 
haps plain melted butter. Dipping tlie 
stall<s into the butter and eaten as 
9ae does celery. The following sauci* 
is ratiier diflicult to make but Is the 
best of all sauces for asparagus. 

Mousseline Sauce. — ^Take a Imlf cup- 
ful of butter, tlu*ee egg yolks, two and 
a half tablespoonfuls of lemon juice, a 
fourth of a teaspoonfnl of salt and a 
few graips of paprika, and a fourth 
ot a cupful of heavy cream. Cream 
four tablespoonfuls of tlie butter, beat- 
ing the egg yolks in thoroughly, one 
at a time, then add the cream and saU 
and pepper. Set the mixture over hui 
water and cook until it thickens, sUr- 
ring constantly. Then beat in the 
iemo^ ^uice and add the rest of the 
ibutter in small bits, beating with a 
.whisk. Do not reheat.
